While  there  can  be  no  question  by  the  parties  furnishing 
supplies  to  the  Town  of  ultimate  payment  of  any  bills  properly 
contracted,  nevertheless  as  a  matter  of  pure  business,  purchases 
cannot  be  made  at  as  low  prices  when  items  are  allowed  to  run 
months  beyond  maturity,  as  they  can  be  for  prompt  cash. 

With  no  adequate  provision  by  the  Town  for  new  construc¬ 
tion  or  connections  with  new  consumers  and  no  direct  compen¬ 
sation  from  the  Town  for  the  street  lighting  service,  it  is  simply 

IMPOSSIBLE  FOR  THE  LlGHT  DEPARTMENT  TO  PAY  ITS  BILLS  WITH 
ANY  REASONABLE  PROMPTNESS. 

There  have  been  no  bills  paid  in  1908  in  excess  of  the  Town 
appropriation  of  $3,500  and  the  revenue  turned  in  by  the 
Manager. 

The  result  is  unpaid  bills  of  some  $6,500,  many  of  which 
are  long  overdue.  There  is  also  a  bill  for  dredging  the  river  not 
yet  rendered. 

Unless  there  can  be  an  immediate  change  in  the

In  accordance  with  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  the  under¬ 
signed  Water  Commissioners  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Water  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1908: 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March  the  following  sums 
of  money  were  appropriated  for  the  use  of  this  department: 

For  Hydrant  Service  .  .  .  $5,075  00 

For  Water  Loan  Sinking  Funds  .  5,120  00 

For  Extension  of  Mains  .  .  .  1,000  00 

EXTENSION  OF  MAINS. 

This  is  a  matter  we  think  should  be  given  more  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Town  this  year.  We  asked  last  year  for  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $2,000,  and  the  Town  appropriated  $1,000;  we  had 
to  refuse  several  applicants  for  extensions  in  localities  where  the 
water  rates  would  have  made  good  returns  on  the  cost,  and  still 
we  far  exceeded  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

METERS. 

We  think  the  wisdom  of  the  adoption  of  the  meter  system 
has  been  fully  demonstrated  during  the  present  dry  season. 
Many  Towns  have  had  to  restrict  their  water  takers  to  the  lowest 
limit  of  actual  necessity,  while  Braintree  has  been  able  to  furnish 
its  citizens  with  an  ample  supply  for  use  but  none  for  waste. 
In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  we  have  paid  the  Town 
$3,278.25  out  of  the  revenue  of  this  Department. 

Most  of  the  Services  are  now  metered  and  all  will  be  as  soon 
as  the  premises  are  put  in  proper  condition  to  receive  them. 

fSTREET  WATERING.  | 

Once  again  we  wish  to  say  that  we  feel  that  an  injustice  is 
being  done  this  Department  by  not  giving  it  credit  for  the  many 
millions  of  gallons  of  water  used  on  the  streets  and  the  amount 
is  constantly  increasing.

Report  of  School  Committee. 


In  order  that  the  Report  of  the  School  Committee  might 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  by  January  15th,  a  special 
meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  January  7,  to  consider  the  needs 
of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  prepare  its  Annual 
Budget. 

The  Superintendent  presented  a  statement  of  facts  and 
figures  concerning  the  work  accomplished  in  1908,  and  the 
financial  needs  of  1909. 

The  Committee  unanimously  concurred  in  the  findings  and 
recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  and  voted  to  accept 
and  adopt  his  report,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  as  the  expression  of  their  own  conclusions.

The  Committee  desire  to  congratulate  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  on  the  excellent  condition  of  the  Public  Schools.  This  is 
due  in  large  measure  to  the  wise  policy  that  was  adopted  last 
year  of  making  generous  appropriations  which  enabled  the 
Committee  to  carry  out  many  of  its  long-cherished  ideals.  We 
were  enabled  to  retain  the  services  of  our  efficient  Superintend¬ 
ent;  the  Principals  of  several  buildings,  and  a  large  proportion 
of  the  best  teachers  in  the  High,  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools 
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of  the  Town.  Instead  of  losing  twenty-six  teachers  as  in  the 
previous  year,  six  only  failed  to  return  to  their  positions. 
Several  declined  more  lucrative  offers  because  of  the  goodwill 
and  appreciation  of  their  services  expressed  by  the  Town  in 
granting  an  increase  in  their  salaries. 

The  esprit  de  corps  exemplified  among  the  teachers  of  all 
schools,  their  hearty  and  sympathetic  co-operation  with  the 
plans  and  policies  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Committee  and 
the  splendid  class  spirit  manifested  among  the  pupils  of  all 
grades,  have  been  potent  factors  in  lifting  the  schools  to  higher 
standards  of  moral  and  educational  excellence. 

The  increasing  attendance  and  interest  in  the  High  School 
alone,  under  the  wise  direction  of  Principal  Shaw  and  his  ex¬ 
perienced  assistants,  prove  conclusively  that  the  wisdom  of 
the  Town  in  granting  the  appropriation  for  teachers  asked  for 
by  the  Committee,  has  been  amply  justified  and  rewarded. 

An  increase  of  male  teachers  in  the  High  and  Grammar 
Schools  for  the  purpose  of  emphasizing  those  qualities  that 
appeal  especially  to  the  masculine  mind  would  further  increase 
the  value  and  efficiency  of  our  educational  system. 

The  question  of  schoolhouse  accommodations  for  the  pupils 
in  the  second  and  third  precincts  is  still  agitating  the  Committee 
and  remains  a  problem  to  be  immediately  considered  and  solved. 
The  matter  is  more  urgent  in  East  Braintree  than  in  Braintree 
as  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  Jonas  Perkins  School 
demands  relief  without  delay.  Pupils  are  living  on  the  north 
side  of  the  railroad  track  in  East  Braintree  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  fill  a  new  four  room  building  in  the  primary  grades ’with  nearly 
150  children,  and  still  leave  the  Jonas  Perkins  School  with  its 
own  complement  of  scholars  and  teachers.  With  a  probable 
register  of  210  or  215  students  in  the  High  School  next  year 
it  will  be  imperative  to  utilize  rooms  that  are  now  used  for 
other  purposes.  In  a  short  time  the  Monatiquot  School  must 
be  crowded  out  to  make  room  for  the  High  School  and  then  the 
question  of  a  new  eight  or  ten  room  building  for  Braintree  must 
be  seriously  considered. 

The  only  extraordinary  repairs  that  are  necessary  this  year 
are  in  the  roads  and  approaches  to  the  schoolhouses  where  the 
steep  grades  should  be  stone  guttered  to  prevent  the  disastrous 
washouts  that  invariably  follow  heavy  rains. 
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In  returning  a  net  unexpended  balance  to  the  Town  of 
$10.98  the  Committee  desire  to  state  that  there  are  no  unpaid 
bills  or  debts  contracted  that  are  not  accounted  for  in  its  finan¬ 
cial  statement  and  that  it  has  continued  its  established  policy 
of  limiting  its  expenditures  to  its  appropriation. 

The  Committee  would  also  be  glad  if  the  Town  could  grant 
appropriations  for  the  continuance  of  manual  training  and  for 
the  introduction  of  medical  inspection.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Braintree: — 

I  herewith  submit  my  third  annual  report,  which  is  the 
twenty-fourth  in  the  series  of  Superintendents’  reports. 

Your  Committee  has  continued  to  live  within  its  appro¬ 
priation,  and  returns  to  the  Town  a  total  net  balance  of  $10.98. 
The  special  repairs,  provided  for  by  the  Town,  have  been  made, 
and  those  buildings  are  now  in  good  condition.  The  changes 
made  at  the  Jonas  Perkins  and  Monatiquot  Schools  for  addi¬ 
tional  exits  in  case  of  fire,  seem  to  be  adequate  for  any  emer¬ 
gency. 

BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

The  appropriation  for  Text  Books  and  Supplies  has  been 
carefully  expended  under  a  definite  policy.  New  Arithmetics 
and  new  Histories  have  been  provided  for  every  child  using 
these  books.  The  Aldine  series  of  readers  has  been  introduced 
in  the  primary  grades.  The  schools  have  been  fitted  out  com¬ 
pletely  with  the  primers,  first  and  second  readers,  charts,  and 
the  seatwork  so  far  as  published.  This  method  was  studied 
by  your  superintendent  for  more  than  two  years,  the  results  in 
other  towns  and  cities  carefully  examined,  and  a  trial  made  in 
one  of  our  own  schools  for  a  year,  before  the  system  was  finally 
introduced  into  our  schools.  The  results  already  obtained  are 
excellent. 

All  buildings  have  been  equipped  with  new  maps  and 
globes.  New  music  books  and  charts  have  been  purchased,  as 
authorized  three  years  ago,  so  far  as  the  appropriation  would 
allow.  At  the  High  School,  old  and  worn  text-books  have  been 
replaced  and  those  needed  for  the  new  courses  have  been  sup¬ 
plied. 

These  changes  have  made  a  most  decided  improvement  in 
the  conditions  reported  last  year.  However,  it  must  be  under¬ 
stood  that  the  estimate  made  at  that  time  was  a  conservative 
one,  considering  the  state  of  the  equipment.  That  estimate, 
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moreover,  was  cut  in  two,  at  the  request  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  of  this  reduced  amount,  nearly  one-half  had  to  be 
expended  for  regular  supplies,  so  that  finally  only  one-third  of 
the  original  amount  intended  for  new  books  was  directly  avail¬ 
able.  This  means  that  a  large,  number  of  the  old  text  books 
still  remain  in  the  hands  of  our  children.  These  are  long  past 
their  usefulness,  both  as  to  subject  matter  and  physical  condi¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  most  essential  that  the  same  amount,  which  is  at 
the  annual  rate  of  only  $1.60  per  pupil,  should  be  appropriated, 
if  we  are  to  maintain  a  modern  equipment  and  to  continue  the 
efficiency  of  our  schools. 

OVERCROWDED  ROOMS. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  we  found  between  sixty 
and  seventy  children  in  each  of  the  first  three  grades  at  the 
Jonas  Perkins  School,  and  fifty  or  more  in  the  fourth,  fifth,  and 
sixth  grades.  This  condition  was  somewhat  relieved  by  finding 
a  room  outside  for  one  grade  of  twenty-five,  and  using  the  room 
thus  left  vacant  for  the  overflow  from  the  first  and  second 
grades,  with  a  permanent  teacher,  and  engaging  two  assistants 
for  the  other  crowded  rooms.  The  first  grade,  of  seventy 
pupils,  is  not  divided,  but  groups  of  children  still  have  to  use 
the  sloyd  room  in  the  basement,  and  the  teachers’  cloak  room, 
for  recitations.  The  lower  grades  are  more  crowded  than  they 
wrere  last  year,  and  this  state  of  affairs  has  now  extended  to  the 
intermediate  rooms.  It  is  very  evident  that  a  new  building  is 
necessary  in  this  section  and  I  would  urge  upon  your  Committee 
early  action  in  this  matter.  Just  about  one-half  of  the  children 
in  each  grade  come  from  across  the  track,  and  a  five-room  build¬ 
ing,  so  planned  that  other  rooms  could  be  added,  as  required, 
would  meet  all  present  and  future  needs.  With  such  a  building, 
the  older  scholars  would  continue  to  attend  the  Jonas  Perkins 
School,  while  the  younger  children  would  be  provided  for  near 
home,  and  would  not  have  to  cross  the  railroad  track  at  grade. 

At  the  Union  School  we  found  seventy-two  pupils  in  one 
room,  with  two  grades,  the  third  and  fourth.  A  building  near  by 
on  Washington  Street,  formerly  used  as  a  factory,  was  leased 
and  fitted  as  a  schoolroom,  a  new  teacher  engaged,  and  the 
third  grade  removed  to  that  building.  It  should  be  borne 
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clearly  in  mind,  however,  that  this  is  but  a  temporary  expedient, 
not  satisfactory,  but  the  best  at  present  available.  Moreover, 
the  eight  grades,  which  should,  to  secure  efficient  work  and 
economical  management,  be  gathered  under  one  roof,  are  now 
scattered  in  three  buildings.  Again,  conditions  at  the  Monati- 
quot  Grammar  School,  in  the  High  School  building,  are  rapidly 
changing,  indicating  that  an  increased  attendance,  if  we  are  to 
keep  within  the  law,  which  the  Committee  has  no  option  but  to 
recognize  and  to  obey,  will  render  larger  quarters  indispensable 
in  the  very  near  future.  Finally,  the  High  School  is  already 
pressed  for  suitable  accommodations,  and  as  we  must  soon  pro¬ 
vide  for  an  increased  number  of  scholars,  the  Grammar  Depart¬ 
ment  will  soon  be  crowded  out  of  that  building. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  efficiency  of  the  schools  as  a  whole  has  been  much  im¬ 
paired  and  the  advancement  of  individuals  frequently  retarded, 
by  an  unusual  number  of  unnecessary  absences  and  tardinesses. 
The  most  of  these  are  not  of  such  a  nature,  or  of  sufficiently 
frequent  occurrence,  to  call  for  legal  action,  but  they  are  none 
the  less  serious  in  their  effect.  For  several  years  the  percentage 
of  attendance  in  our  schools  has  been  from  three  to  four  per  cent, 
below  the  average  of  the  State.  This  year,  efforts  have  been 
made  by  principals  and  teachers  to  improve  this  record.  The 
moral  and  legal  obligations  of  parents  in  this  matter  can  not  be 
insisted  on  too  forcibly,  and  we  would  most  strongly  urge  their 
co-operation  in  securing  the  regular  and  punctual  attendance 
of  their  children,  even  to  the  extent  of  their  own  personal  in¬ 
convenience. 


PICTURE  EXHIBIT. 

In  January,  the  Horace  K.  Turner  Company,  at  the  request 
of  the  teachers,  sent  one  of  their  well-known  traveling  exhibits 
of  pictures  to  Braintree.  A  most  generous  response  by  friends 
of  the  schools  netted  the  sum  of  $237.51,  and  this  amount  was 
expended  in  excellent  copies  of  famous  pictures,  which  now 
adorn  our  schoolrooms,  and  have  become  a  permanent  source 
of  delight  and  instruction  to  our  children. 
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WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

Our  efforts  in  the  schools  during  the  past  year  have  been 
towards  a  more  practical  training,  and  a  more  helpful  interest  in 
the  individual.  While  results  along  these  lines  have  been  recog¬ 
nized,  perhaps,  more  definitely  in  the  High  School  than  else¬ 
where,  yet  what  has  been  accomplished  there  is  likewise  evident 
throughout  the  whole  system.  We  know  that  there  is  work  to 
be  done  in  the  world,  and  believe  that  it  is  our  place  to  train  our 
boys  and  girls  to  do  it.  The  teaching  in  the  grammar  schools 
has  been  made  more  definite,  with  more  concentrated  drill  upon 
the  essentials.  Less  time  is  given  to  those  subjects  that  merely 
interest,  more  to  those  that  give  power  to  do  well  those  things 
that  are  worth  doing.  Each  child,  so  far  as  is  possible  in  a 
crowded  system  of  grades,  has  been  given  the  opportunity  of 
accomplishment  and  advancement  according  to  his  ability. 
Thus,  through  the  interest  aroused  in  practical,  self-directed 
activities,  those  children  who  are  forced  to  leave  school  early, 
not  only  lay  the  solid  foundation  of  character  and  intelligence, 
but  also  are  given  the  inclination,  the  will  and  the  ability  to 
make  a  living. 

THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

I  wish  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  one  statement  in 
the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High  School.  “Our  greatest 
need  at  the  present  is  for  suitable  desks.  We  are  now  using 
desks  discarded  by  the  grades,  and  being  small  and  non-ad- 
justable,  they  are  decidedly  unhygienic  for  growing  boys  and 
girls.”  This  is  a  most  serious  condition,  and  one  which  should 
be  remedied  at  once. 

One  year  ago  last  June,  our  High  School  closed  with  a 
membership  of  about  one  hundred  and  thirty;  today  we  have  a 
membership  of  two  hundred.  The  aim  of  the  technical  course 
is  to  give  a  broad  general  training  and  to  fit  for  normal  and 
technical  schools  and  colleges;  that  of  the  commercial  course, 
to  give  a  thorough,  practical  preparation  for  commercial 
life,  along  several  lines;  and  the  results  so  far  accomplished  seem 
to  justify  our  expectations. 

The  deep,  underlying  purpose  of  the  school,  however,  is  the 
highest  and  best  development  of  the  individual,  according  to 
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his  capacity,  to  take  his  rightful  place  in  the  world.  Such  an 
attitude  precludes  following  the  line  of  least  resistance,  sum¬ 
mary  expulsion,  in  the  case  of  a  boy  who  lacks  interest  or  self- 
control,  or  even  of  that  one  who  is  actively  the  source  of  dis¬ 
turbance,  and  involves  much  greater  responsibilities  of  influence 
and  training  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  These  obligations 
have  been  willingly  assumed  and  worthily  fulfilled.  Numerous 
instances  could  be  related,  of  boys  and  girls  who  have  been  held 
in  the  High  School,  almost,  if  not  quite  unwillingly,  until  their 
outlook  upon  life  was  entirely  changed,  and  they  either  went 
out,  with  a  clean  record,  and  an  earnest  determination  to  make 
an  honorable  place  for  themselves  in  the  world,  or  remained  to 
do  steady,  persistent  work. 

Furthermore,  every  boy  or  girl  who  has  left  the  school, 
either  as  a  graduate  or  before  they  finished  the  course,  has  been 
followed  with  the  greatest  interest,  and  every  effort  made  to 
aid  them  so  far  as  such  help  was  justified. 

From  this  practical  instruction  and  practical  interest,  we 
have  seen  certain  distinct  results.  More  children  have  entered 
the  High  School  from  the  grammar  grades  than  ever  before; 
more  young  men  and  women  have  remained  in  the  school ;  more 
former  pupils  have  confidently  applied  for  advice  and  recom¬ 
mendations;  and  more  employers  have  come  directly  to  the 
school  authorities  for  assistance. 

OUR  TEACHERS. 

I  have  dwelt  somewhat  at  length  on  these  points  because 
it  is  this  spirit  and  this  training  that  are  gradually  permeating 
our  whole  system,  and  rapidly  becoming  evident  in  improved 
results.  Moreover,  it  is  by  such  accomplishments,  more  even 
than  by  their  thorough  academic  instruction,  that  our  teachers 
have  earned  their  right  to  that  title,  and  it  is  this  same  spirit  of 
all  around  helpfulness,  this  realization  of  greater  responsibilities, 
that  have  inspired  our  whole  teaching  force,  and  given  us  this 
year  a  corps  of  teachers  enthusiastic  over  their  work  and 
opportunities,  devoted  to  their  duties,  loyal  to  their  profession, 
doing  more  work,  and  doing  it  better  and  more  easily,  because 
of  the  uplifting  power  of  higher  and  broader  ideals. 

It  is  to  this  spirit,  also  that  we  can  trace  one  most  gratify¬ 
ing  result,  for  whereas  last  year  we  lost  twenty-six  of  our  teach-

ing  force,  during  the  present  year  we  have  lost  but  six — two 
from  the  High  School  and  four  from  the  grades.  Of  these,  two 
retired,  one  resigned  to  pursue  higher  studies,  and  one  went  to 
a  larger  position  at  a  considerable  increase  in  salary.  On  the 
other  hand,  several  remained,  who  had  opportunities  to  obtain 
desirable  positions  and  more  money  elsewhere. 

In  closing,  I  would  say  that  I  am  always  glad  to  meet  pa¬ 
rents  or  other  interested  citizens,  at  my  home  or  at  my  office, 
to  discuss  school  affairs  in  general,  or  individual  cases  in  par¬ 
ticular. 

I  wish  also  to  assure  your  Committee  of  my  appreciation 
of  your  continued  support,  advice  and  consideration.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Gentlemen:  The  fire  Department  submit  the  following- 
report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1908. 

The  organization  of  the  department  is  as  follows:  J.  Samuel 
Hill,  Chief;  F.  0.  Whit-marsh,  Clerk;  C.  V.  Cottrell,  Assistant 
Engineer,  and  seventy-two  call  men. 

The  department  responded  to  33  alarms  during  the  year, 
also  to  4  fires,  for  which  no  alarm  was  given.  Precinct  1  had  11 
alarms,  Precinct  2,  12  alarms,  and  Precinct  3,  10  alarms.  There 
was  one  second  alarm,  5  false  alarms  and  11  alarms  for  wood 


fires. 

LOSS  BY  FIRE. 

Value  of  buildings .  $42,000

Good  work  on  the  part  of  the  firemen  have  on  several 
occasions  prevented  a  much  larger  loss. 

THE  APPARATUS. 

The  apparatus  consists  of  3  hose  wagons,  3  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  and  16  fire  extinguishers;  which  are  in  good  condition 
with  the  exception  of  one  piece,  which  needs  painting  and  some 

repairs. 

RECO  MMENDATION. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Town  appropriate'  the  sum 
of  $500  for  the  purchase  of  new  hose;  $1,575  for  the  pay  of  en¬ 
gineers,  firemen  and  stewards;  $900  for  general  expenses;  $300 
for  pay  of  firemen  at  fires;  and  $100  for  the  painting  and  repair 
of  one  piece  of  apparatus. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  to 
the  necessity  of  purchasing  a  life-net  for  the  south  part  of  the 
Town.  We  have  now  in  our  midst  three  large  shoe  factories 
and  two  hotels  and  we  can  never  tell  when  we  may  be  called 
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upon,  not  only  to  battle  with  fire,  but  also  to  save  human  life. . 
If  anything  of  this  kind  should  occur,  we  would  be  helpless  with¬ 
out  this  life-saving  net. 

We  therefore  ask  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  the  same.

The  Board  requires  a  negative  culture  for  release  from  quar¬ 
antine  in  all  cases  of  diphtheria. 

A  glance  at  the  above  demonstrates  the  fact  that  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  health,  with  the  constantly  increasing  duties  of  the 
Department  in  conforming  as  closely  as  possible  to  existing 
Legislative  acts,  with  a  steady  increase  in  population  and 
property  holders,  demands  a  consequent  expenditure  of  money 
from  year  to  year,  dependent,  to  a  great  degree,  upon  existing 
conditions. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  strict  quarantine  during  the  past 
year  was  necessarily  large  on  account  of  an  epidemic  of  diph¬ 
theria,  originating,  in  our  opinion,  primarily  from  neglect  or  ig¬ 
norance  of  the  householder  or  attendant  to  promptly  notify 
this  Department.  An  old  infected  well,  contaminated  through 
carelessness  in  connection  with  the  delivery  of  milk,  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  cause  of  the  rapid  extension  of  the  epidemic;  and 
this  disease  is  extremely  liable  to  propagation  in  soil -infected 
areas. 

The  Board  is  fortunate  in  its  present  organization  in  being 
able  to  examine  its  own  cultures,  thus  avoiding  necessary  delay 
in  getting  returns  from  the  State  Department, — always  a  hard¬ 
ship  to  the  afflicted. 


Tuberculosis. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  at  this  time  that  we  urge 
upon  physicians,  nurses  and  families  the  prime  necessity  of 
forming  a  habit  of  eternal  vigilance  in  combating  this  disease, 
thereby  assisting  in  establishing  and  assuring  early  diagnosis, 
early  notification  and  immediate  action  by  the  proper  authori¬ 
ties.  Your  Board  of  Health  hopes  to  begin  the  work  of  caring 
for  patients  unable  or  unwilling  to  avail  themselves  of  sanitary 
treatment,  thus  becoming  a  menace  to  public  health,  by  relo- 
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eating  and  converting  into  three  or  four  shacks,  the  present  pest 
house  at  the  Poor  Farm. 

Classes  for  school  children  and  adults  should  be  formed 
upon  the  premises  for  purposes  of  demonstrtaion  and  educa¬ 
tion.  An  Active  Anti-Tuberculosis  Association  should  be  or¬ 
ganized  without  delay. 

Inspection  of  Milk,  Animals  and  Meats. 

In  our  opinion  these  inspections  should  be  created  and  di¬ 
rectly  carried  out  at  a  fixed  standardization  by  this  Department, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  present  legislature  will  succeed  in  se¬ 
curing  the  means  to  this  end. 

Inspection  of  School  Buildings,  Factories  and  Bakeshops. 

The  usual  inspection  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  school 
buildings  and  bakeries  have  been  made.  Floors  in  the  Union 
School  Building  are  badly  dilapidated,  and  a  menace  to  health. 
We  recommend  the  use  of  a  proper  dust  layer  as  a  present  and 
future  help  under  existing  conditions.  Operatives  of  factories 
and  workshops  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  efficient  man¬ 
ner  in  which  they  have  complied  with  the  State  requirements.

During  the  past  year  marked  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
reorganization  of  the  library.  Through  the  efficient  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  interest  of  the  Librarian  and  her  assistant,  all  the 
books  have  been  classified  according  to  subject  matter.  A  card 
shelf  list  has  been  begun,  and  will  be  completed  within  a  few 
months.  The  reading-room  has  been  much  improved  through 
the  gift  from  “The  Philergians”  of  two  tables  and  twelve  chairs. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board  the  following  memo¬ 
randa  were  adopted: 

It  is  with  the  sincerest  regret  that  the  Trustees  of  the 
Thayer  Public  Library  learn  that  Mr.  Henry  A.  Johnson  has 
felt  obliged  to  resign  his  position  as  Trustee. 

The  last  surviving  member  of  the  original  Board,  he  has 
freely  and  generously  devoted  his  abilities  to  the  service  of  his 
fellow-townsmen  for  more  than  thirty  years,  in  striving  to  main¬ 
tain  a  high  standard  in  the  selection  of  books,  and  in  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  the  library’s  efficiency.  During  the  last  five  years  he  has 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  his  associates  desire  to  ex 
express  their  high  appreciation  of  the  dignity,  courtesy  and  high¬ 
mindedness  which  have  characterized  him  in  that  capacity. 

Judge  Albert  E.  Avery  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Mr. 
Johnson. 

During  the  year  1909,  through  the  operation  of  the  Stetson 
and  Hunt  funds,  an  average  of  about  20  new  books  will  be  added 
each  week;  50  magazines,  twice  the  usual  number,  will  be  found 
on  the  tables;  the  card  catalogue  will  be  commenced,  and  will 
be  carried  on  as  rapidly  as  income  will  permit.

REPORT  OF  MANAGER. 


The  Street  Lighting  System  is  the  same  as  in  1907,  to  wit: 
98  arc  lamps  and  259  series  lamps,  including  4  at  the  Electric 
Light  Station.  To  the  Domestic  and  Commercial  Lighting 
System  there  has  been  added  during  the  year  1908,  106  new 
consumers  connecting  2,067  lamps;  also  one  Horse  Power 
electric  motor,  there  were  3  removals,  making  total  number  of 
765  consumers  with  an  aggregate  number  of  lamps,  19,000,  and 
five  one  Horse  Power  electric  motors  connected  in  the  entire 
system  and  there  were  several  applicants  for  houses  to  be  con¬ 
nected  that  were  not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year  1908, 
and  are  not  reported  until  connected  with  the  system.

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STATEMENT  OF  THE  OPERATION  OF  THE  ELECTRIC 

LIGHT  PLANT. 

During  the  year  of  1908  the  plant  has  furnished  to  the  con¬ 
sumers  of  D.  &  C.  lighting  211,770  kilowatts  of  current,  at  cost 
of  $19,076.50,  equal  to  9  cents  per  kilowatt,  for  which  the  de¬ 
partment  received  the  revenue  as  reported. 

To  the  Street  Lighting  System  it  has  supplied  149,370  kilo¬ 
watts,  for  which  the  department  gets  practically  nothing,  at  the 
same  rate,  of  9  cents  per  kilowatt — would  be  $13,443.30  (thir¬ 
teen  thousand  four  hundred  forty-three  and  30-100  dollars), 
equal  to  the  estimated  number  of  165  arc  lamps.  Each  arc 
lamp  would  be  $81.50  (eighty-one  and  50-100  dollars),  if  you 
will  allow  the  department  that  sum  for  arc  lamps  it  would  not 
call  upon  the  town  for  any  appropriations,  except  applying 
the  revenue  from  D.  &  C.  lighting  for  operating  expenses. 

The  foregoing  report  gives  the  expenditures  and  the  re¬ 
receipts  of  the  Electric  Light  Plant  for  the  year  1908. 

Everything  pertaining  to  the  Electric  Light  Plant  is  in 
first-class  condition,  and  the  citizens  are  cordially  invited  to  in¬ 
spect  the  works,  at  any  and  all  times.  There  was  no  appropria¬ 
tion  made  for  the  street  lighting  system,  although  the  depart¬ 
ment,  during  the  year  1908,  paid  $1,332.56  (thirteen  hundred, 
thirty-two  and  56-100  dollars)  for  wages,  taking  care  of  street 
lights,  coming  from  the  revenue  of  D.  &  C.  lighting. 

I  have  asked  in  my  appropriation,  or  rather,  recommended, 
that  the  town  would  appropriate  $60.00  (sixty  dollars)  for  each 
arc  lamp,  it  must  be  evident  to  every  citizen  that  to  carry  on 
the  electric  light  system  properly,  that  the  department  should 
have  the  money  to  use  to  pay  the  outstanding  bills,  and  also 
pay  what  bills  are  contracted  promptly,  when  due.  Such  con¬ 
ditions,  the  finances  of  the  department  does  not  warrant  to  date.
